SUBJECT: Continuing Correspondence from Mr. Lee M. Graham 


Mr. Lee Graham is the continuing correspondent who is seeking 
"authentication" of several documents which are in his posses- 
sion. These documents purport to be government records dealing 
with the discovery of extraterrestrial life. You have sent him 
two letters thus far. In your letter of November 27, 1987, you 
declined his Freedom of Information Act reguest to the Presi- 
dent's Foreign Intelligence Advisory Board. In your letter of 
January 11, 1988, you declined his Freedom of Information Act 
reguest to the White House. In the January 11 letter, you 
further indicated that the White House does not "authenticate" 


records upon private request, and suggested that he contact other 
government agencies or repositories of government documents if he 


wishes to pursue his inquiry. 


In the attached letter, dated December 1, 1987, Mr. Graham 
requests that we inform him which agency he should contact in 
order to make a Freedom of Information Act request for complete 


copies of the documents in his possession. I believe your letter 


of January 11 answers this inquiry to the appropriate extent. 
have attached a copy of that letter for your reference. In my 
judgment, that letter suffices as a response to Mr. Graham's mo 
recent correspondence, and therefore no further action is 
required.

Dear Mr. Graham: 


This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act reauest to 
Peter Keisler, Associate Counsel to the President. 


As I explained in my letter to you dated November 23, 1987, the 
White House, as an entity whose "sole function is to advise and 
assist the President," is not an "agency" subject to the Freedom 
of Information Act. Kissinger v. Reporters Committee for Freedom 
of the Press, 445 U.S. 136, 156 (1980). Accordinglv, we respect- 
fully decline to comply with your request. 


Moreover, the White House is not in a position to "authenticate" 
upon private request Oocuments which purport to be governmental 
records. The White House records of prior Administrations are 
stored at private libraries or at the National Archives and 
Records Administration. Other departments and agencies of the 
government are responsible for the storage of their own histori- 


cal documents. I suagest that you contact those repositories if 
you wish to pursue your inquiry.

Included in this issue of FOCUS are coapletely clean, unex- 
purgated copies of the controversial MJ-12 UFO documents 
which were released to the press last May 28th. These 
docuaents are part of the research properties of Williaa L. 
Moore, Jaise H. Shandera and Stanton T. Friedman, who have 
sade thea available to FOCUS as a courtesy. Both Moore and 
Friedman are recognized and respected UWFOlogists of long 
standing with solid backgrounds for factual reporting, and 
both are a part of the Fair-Witness Project. Shandera, who is 
less known in UFÜlogical circles, is a Los Angeles television 
producer with a background that includes directing a variety 
of news and docusentary shows. Moore and Friedman had been 
working closely together since 1978. In 1982, with the add- 
ition of Shandera, the three teased up on à research project 
that would take thes further into the bizarre world of gov- 
ernaent involvement with Unidentified Flying Objects than 
anyone in the civilian field is known to have ever gone 
before. During the course of this project, information was 
obtained from a nuaber of (necessarily anonysous) indivi- 
duals, all apparently well connected within the governsental 
silitary intelligence establishaent, which strongly suggests 
that UFOs are indeed extraterrestrial spacecraft and that 
certain elements of the U.S. intelligence comaunity continue 
to aaintain a high-level but covert interest in this phenoa- 
enon at a tiae when official position statesents assert that 
there is no governsent interest whatsoever. 


Over the past seven years, the Moore-Shandera-Friedean teaa, 
working closely with a nuaber of other associates both in the 
news sedia and within the civilian UFO community, has quietly 
but aggressively pursued contacts, developed sources of in- 
forsation, and carefully researched leads. Numerous inter- 
views were conducted and aany days were spent coabiag through 
records at the National Archives in Washington D.C. as well 
às both the Trusan and Eisenhower presidential libraries and 
nuserous siailar facilities both federal and private.

Indeed, one docuaent was uncovered at the National Archives 
which unquestionably verifies the existence of an "MJ 12" 
yraup in 1954 and definitely links both the National Security 
Council and the President of the United States to it. A copy 
af this document is also included in this issue.

A: The file copy was a carbon. Carbons are noraallv not 
signed. 


0: Is there any reason at all to think that Harvard astron- 
oaer Dr. Donald H. Menzel, who wrote three anti-UFO books and 
many articles, could really have been part of a Top Secret- 
Eyes Only group that knew sone UFOs were "Identified Alien 
Craft”?

On 24 June, 1947, a civilian pilot flying over the Cascade 
Mountains in the State of Wáshington observed nine flyinz 
disc-shaped aircraft traveling in formation at a high rate. 

of sveed. Although this was not the first known sighting 

of such objects, it was the first to gain widespread attention 
in the public media. Hundreds of reports of sightings of 
similar objects followed. Many of these came from highly 
credible military and civilian sources. These reports res- 
ulted in independent efforts by several different elements 

of the military to ascertain the nature and purpose of these 
objects in the interests of national defense. A number of 
witnesses were interviewed and there were several unsuccessful 
attempts to utilise aircraft in efforts to pursue reported 
disos in flight. Public reaction bordered on near hysteria 
at times. A 2 ste. eiut 
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In spite of these efforts, little of substance was learned 
about the objeots until a local rancher reported that one 
had crashed in a remote region of New Mexico located approx- 
imately seventy-five miles northwest of Roswell Army Air 
Base (now Walker Pield). 


On 07 July, 1947, a secret operation was begun to assure 
recovery of the wreckage of this object for scientific study. 
During the course of this operation, aerial reconnaissance 
discovered that four small human-like beings had enparently 
ejected from the craft at some point before it exploded. 

These had fallen to earth about two miles east of the wreckage 
site. All four were dead and badly decomposed due to action 
by predators and exposure to the elements during the approx- 
imately one week time period which had elapsed before their 
discovery. A special soientific team took charge of removing 
these bodies for study. (See Attachment "C".) The wreckage 
of the craft was also removed to several different locations. 
(See Attachment "B".) Civilian and military witnesses in 

the area were debriefed, and news reporters were given the 
effective cover story that the object had been a misguided 
weather research balloon. 
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A covert analytical effort organized by Gen. Twining and 

Dr. Bush acting on the direct orders of the President, res- 
ulted in a preliminary conoensus (19 September, 1947) that. 
the disc was most likely a short range reconnaissance craft. 
This conclusion was based for the most part on the craft's 
size and the apparent lack of any identifiable provisioning. 
(See Attachment "D".) A similar analysis of the four dead 
occupants was arranged by Dr. Bronk. It was the tentative 
conclusion of this group (30 November, 1947) that although 
these creatures are human-like in appearance, the biological 
and evolutionary processes responsible for their development 
has apparently been quite different from those observed or 
vostulated in homo-sapiens, Dr. Bronk's team has suggested 
the term "Extra-terrestrial Biological Entities", or "EREs", 
be adopted as the etandard term of reference for these 
creatures until such tire as a more definitive designation 


can be agreed upon. 


Since it 1s virtually certain that these craft do not origin- 
ate in any country on earth, considerable speculation has 
centered around what their point of origin might be and how 
they get here. Mars was and remains a possibility, although 
some scientists, most notably Dr. Menzel, consider it more 
likely that we are dealing with beings from another solar 
system entirely. 


Numerous examples of what appear to be a form of writing 
were found in the wreckage. Efforts to decipher these have 
remained largely unsuccessful. (See Attachment "E".) 
Equally unsuccessful have been efforts to determine the ^ 
method of propulsion or the nature or method of transmission 
of the power source involved, Research along these lines 
has been complicated by the complete absence of identifiable 
wings, propellers, jets, or other conventional methods of 
Propulsion and guidance, ae well as a total lack of metallic 
wiring, vacuum tubes, or similar recognizahle «lectronic 
components. (See Attachment "F".) It is assumed that the 
Propulsion unit was completely destroyed by the explosion 
which caused the crash, 
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A need for as much additional information as possible about 
these craft, their performance characteristics and their 
purpose led to the undertaking known as U.S. Air Porce Project 
SIGN in Decemher, 1947. In order to preserve security, liason 
between SIGN and Majestic-12 was limited to two individuals 
within the Intelligence Division of Air Materiel Command whose 
role was to pass along certain types of information through 
channels. SIGN evolved into Project GRUDGE in December, 1948. 
The operation is currently being conducted under the code name 
BLUE BOOK, with liason maintained through the Air Force officer 
who is head of the project. 

On 06 December, 1950, a second object, probably of similar 
origin, impacted the earth at high speed in the Fl Indio - 
Guerrero area of the Texas - Mexican boder after following 

a long trajectory through the atmosphere, By the time a 

search team arrived, what remained of the object had been almost 
totally incinerated. Such material as could be recovered was 
transported to the A.E.C. facility at Sandia, New Mexico, for 
study.

Implicatione for the National Security are of continuing im- 
portance in that the motives and ultimate intentions of these 
visitors remain completely unknown. In addition, a significant 
upsurge in the surveillance activity of these craft beginning 

in May and continuing through the autumn of this year has caused 
considerable concern that new developments.may be imminent.

COMPROMISE OF CLASSIFIED INFORMATION 


6-100 Policy 


Compromise of classified informatiof presents a threat to the national 
security. Once a compromise is known to have occurred, the seriousness 
of damage to U.S. interests must be determined and appropriate measures 
taken to negate or minimize the adverse effect of such compromise. When 
possible, action also should taken to regain custody of the documents 
or material that were compromised. In all cases, however, appropriate 
action must be taken to identify the source and reason for the compro- 
mise and remedial acti taken to ensure further compromises do not 
occur.

Gordon Gray, Former Secretary 
Of U.S. Army, Dies at Age 73

Gordon Gray, 73, the national se- 
curity adviser to President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower from 1958 to 1961 
and a former secretary of the Army 
and president of the University of 
North Carolina, died of cancer yea- 
terday at his home in — ie: 

Mr. Gray was born to wealth, edu- 
cated in a classic mold, trained for 
the law and given to business. Al- 
though he kept up his business in- 
terests throughout his. life, much of 
his career was devoted to public ser- 
vice. It was often observed of him 
that in seven years he went from the 
rank of private in the Army to sec- 
retary of the Army. It also was wide- 
ly noted that he was guided hy nei- 
ther fear nor favor in his dealings in 
government. - 

The most visible posts he held 
were quintessentially involved with 
national security. But he gave many 
years to other aspects of govern- 
ment, including the affaira of Wash- 
ington. From 1962 to 1973, he was 
president of the National Trust for 
Historic Preservation. In 1966, he 

layed a role in the passage of the 

istoric Preservation Act. In 1962 
and 1963, he was president of the 
Federal City Council. 

In accepting that post, he said the 
council should work for broad na- 
tional support for a larger federal 
payment to Washington for munic- 
ipal services. He also said the council 
ehould assign "top-priority rating to 
working for cultural and esthetic ob- 
jectives in the nation's capital." 

Mr. Gray was born in Baltimore. 
His father, a president and chairman 
of the R. J. nolds Tobacco Co., 
moved the family to Winston-Salem, 
N.C. The young Gray graduated 
from the University of North Car- 
olina, where he was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa, and Yale Law School, 
where he was an editor of the Law 
Journal and a member of the Coif. 

He practiced law in New York 
and then in Winston-Salem. In 1938, 
he acquired control of the Piedmont 
Publishing Co., publishers of The 
Winston-Salem Journal and the 
Twin City Sentinel. He alo was 
elected to the North Carolina state 
senate.

In 1947, he was named assistant 
secretary of the Army hy President 
Harry 8. Truman. In 1949, after a 
period as undersecretary, he was 
promoted to secretary. 

In 1950, he was appointed pres- 
ident of the University of North Car- 
olina. While holding that office, he 
carried out a number of tasks for the 
White House, including a report on 
foreign economic policy. In 1951, he 
was made the first director of the 
Psychological Strategy Board. 

In 1954, he chaired a Personnel 
Security Board that recommended 
that the Atomic Energy Commission 
remove the security clearance ot J. 
Robert Oppenheimer, the noted 
physicist who plaved a major role in 
the development of the atomic bomb 
in World War II. Mr. (tray said that 
while Oppenheimer undoubtedly was 
a loyal citizen he had violated the 
AEC's security procedures. This ac- 
tion was in keeping with the security 
concerns of those times. But many 
who opposed the strident anti-com- 
munism exemplified by the late Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis.) were 
harshly critical of the action. 

In 1955, Mr. Gray resigned (rom 
the University of North Carolina to 
become assistant secretary ol, De- 
fense for international security af- 
fairs. He later was director at the Of- 
lice of Delense Mobilization. Eisen 
hower appointed him naticnal secu 
rity adviser in 1958 and he contin- 
ued in that job until the inaugu- 
ration of President John F. Kennedy 
on dan. 20, 1961. 

Mr. Gray then returned to his 
business interests. He was president 
of Piedmont Publishing until. 1969, 
when the company became Summit 
Communications. The firm operates 
broadcast properties and cable tele- 
vision systems and Mr. Gray was its 
chairman until his death. He was à 
director of R. J. Heynolds Industries, 
Media General Inc. and the Amer- 
ican Security & Trust Co He also

On 07 July, 1947, a secret opération was begun to assure 
recovery of the wreckage of this object for scientific study. 
During the course of this operation, aerial reconnaissance 
discovered that four small human-like beings had apparently 
ejected from tne craft at some point before it exploded. 
These had fallen to earth about two miles east of the wreckage 
site. A11 four were dead and badly decomposed due to action 
by predators and exposure to the elements during the approx- 
imately one week time period which had elapsed before their 
discovery.

Since it is virtually certain that these craft do not origin- 
ate in any country on earth, considerable speculation has 
centered around what their point of origin might be and how 
they get here.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE SECRETARY OP DEFENSE 
Dear Secretary Porrestal: 


AS per our recent conversation on this matter, 
you are hereby authorized to proceed with all due 
Speed and caution upon your undertaking. Hereafter 
this matter shall be referred to only as Operation 
Majestic Twelve. 


It continues to be my feeling that any future 
considerations relative to the ultimate disposition 
of this matter should rest solely with the Office 
of the President following appropriate discussions 
with yourself, Dr. Bush and the Director of Central 
Intelligence.
